He was a member o f the Christian 
chu rch. The deceased is su rv iv ed by 
a wido w an d o n e 
gran dso n , 
P. V. 
Bu rto n o f Jo p lin , Misso u ri, 
o wn er 
an d edito r o f the Jo p lin News-Her- 
ald. The fu n eral serv ices will be held 
in the Milro y Christian chu rch to ­ 
mo rro w’ aftern o o n if the gran dso n 
arriv es by that time.

Jaco b Gro v e Wo lf, sen io r member 
o f the firm o f J. G. Wo lf A So n s, 
o wn ers o f the Bro wn lau n dry an d al­ 
so sev eral wo o d an d co al y ards in 
Mario n , an d o n e o f the best k n o wn 
bu sin ess men in Gran t co u n ty , died 
at his ho me in Mario n Friday , su r­ 
ro u n ded by all the members o f his 
family , fo llo win g an illn ess resu ltin g 
fro m two stro k es o f p araly sis w’hich 
he su ffered last No v ember. 
He was 
six ty -fiv e y ears o ld. 
The death o f Mr. Bro wn recalls a 
sho o tin g at Carthage 
man y 
y ears 
ago . At the time he o p erated a flo u r 
mill in Carthage remo n stran ces were 
circu lated to o u st the salo o n s o f the 
Qu ak er v illage. 
Mr. Bro wn was al­ 
way s p articu larly activ e all his life 
in fightin g fo r the cau se o f temp er­ 
an ce an d he was o n e o f the leaders 
o f the “dry rs” in Carthage. 
Jo hn McCarty ’, who is dead 
n o w’, 
bu t who will be remembered by ’ man y 
p eo p le in Ru sh co u n ty , was a salo o n 
k eep er an d so u ght to o p en a salo o n 
in Carthage. 
After the temp eran ce 
fo rces defeated the salo o n elemen t, 
McCarty deliberately sho t Mr. Bro wn . 
Mr. Bro wn ’s life hu n g hv a thread, 
bu t he fin ally reco v ered. 
lie carried 
the bu llet sho t fro m the gu n o f the 
en raged salo o n k eep er to his grav e. 
McCarty was tried an d co n v icted, 
an d serv ed a sho rt term in the State 
p en iten tiary fo r the deed. 
The deceased was bo rn at Mo rris­ 
to wn March 4 , 1 8 4 7 , an d sp en t the 
early p art o f his life in an d aro u n d 
his n ativ e to wn . When the call came 
fo r v o lu n teers to free the slav es Mr. 
Wo lf en listed in the Thirty -third In ­ 
dian a in fan try , altho u gh n o t y et at 
an age that wo u ld admit 
him to tyiie 
ran k s. 
He w’as sev en teen y ears o f 
age. lie saw’ serv ice in a n u r.jbc** o f 
the majo r battles o f the civ il war, 
an d was with Sherman o n his fan iu ..s 
march to the sea. 
Retu rn in g fro m the rebel'Io n he en ­ 
tered Earlham co llege an d In ter at, 
ten ded bu sin ess co llege in jfn du in r.- 
p o lls. 
After co mp letin g his wo rk at 
Earlham, December 3 1 , 1 8 68 , lie was 
married to Miss 
Mary ’ 
Katherin e 
Ro bin so n at Fo u n tain City , at the age 
o f twen ty -two y ears. 
At Mo rristo wn he sp en t the greater 
p art o f his life o wn in g an d o p eratin g 
a flo u r mill there, fo r man y y ears it 
bein g the o n ly ro ller flo u r mill fo r 
o 
miles aro u n d. 
Later lie p u rchased 
co n tro llin g in terest- in the ban k 
at 
that p lace an d gav e his atten tio n to 
the in terests o f the fin an cial in stitu ­ 
tio n , altho u gh he still retain ed activ e 
man agemen t o f his o ther bu sin ess a f­ 
fairs. 
In 1 8 8 7 the deceased p u rchased a 
flo u r mill at Carthage, an d mo v ed his 
family to that to wn , o p eratin g the 
mill there fo r elev en 
y ears. 
After 
sev eral heav y lo sses by fire at Car­ 
thage lie wen t to Kn ightsto wn , In d., 
where he o wn ed a mill fo r* two y ears 
an d wen t to Mario n in Sep tember, 
1 8 90, to man age a flo u r mill. In su c­ 
ceedin g yrears lie o p en ed a who lesale 
flo u r ho u se an d co al yrards an d p u r­ 
chased a lau n dry in Mario n . 
Last Au tu mn Mr. Wo lf 
su ffered 
two p araly tic stro k es, which greatly 
w’eak en ed his co n ditio n , cau sin g him 
to retire fro m activ e bu sin ess life. 
His co n ditio n did n o t imp ro v e, an d in 
Febru ary be an d Mrs. Wo lf wen t to 
St. Petersbu rg, Fla., where they had 
ho p ed to fin d the climate mo re fav - 
Con tin u ed on p age eigh t.

Man y began p lo u ghin g Thu rs­ 
day , an d it is said by o n e farmer to ­ 
day that he believ ed there was n o t a 
farm in Ru sh co u n ty where a p lau gh 
had n o t been started by to day . 
Ordin arily the

No thin g can imp ro v e the sit­ 
u atio n ex cep t the o p en in g o f p as­ 
tu res. 
Liv e sto ck in Ru sh co u n ty 
has win tered well, co n siderin g it has 
had to su bsist fo r fiv e mo n ths o n dry 
feed, bu t it is begin n in g to sho w the 
n eed o f green stu ff. 
Ev en if tiie weather co n tin u es fav ­ 
o rable there will n o t be man y p as­ 
tu res in co n ditio n to receiv e sto ck 
fo r two week s y et. Dairy men in p ar­ 
ticu lar are an x io u s fo r the time to a r­ 
riv e when they can tu rn their co ws 
in to the blu e grass. 
Becau se o f the determin atio n o f 
man y farmers to p lo w u p their wheat, 
tlie acreage fo r co rn 
an d o ats in 
Ru sh co u n ty will be so mewhat larger 
than u su al this y ear. In an av erage 
seaso n mu ch o f the 
o ats is in the 
gro u n d by this time in Ap ril.

y ear o ats so win g will n o t be co mp let­ 
ed mu ch befo re the fir-4 o f May .

is n o t u n lik ely there 
will be man y 
fields so wed co n siderably later than 
that. 
It is n o t u n u su al to see gar­ 
den s made by the last week in March. 
This y ear the o n io n sc^s, the bean s,

raddish 
seed an d the su gar co rn will n o t be 
in the gro u n d u n til co n siderably after 
the middle o f Ap ril. 
As y et defin ite in fo rmatio n as re­ 
gards the o rchards an d

o f the farmers say tliev p eaches are 
k illed. 
Sev eral hav e rep o rted that 
their p each treets are dead—v ictims

But it

most unlikely . 
Democrats would not 
be likely to desert any other candidate 
now 
considered as a 
nomination 
possibility for a Republican ex-pres­ 
ident, and the best Colonel Roose­ 
velt could hope for would be the de­ 
feat of the president lie elected in 
19 08 . 
A Roosevelt third party can­ 
didacy may be dismissed as a most 
improbable development. 
Barring this contingency it may 
turn out that the Roosevelt uprising 
has really been of advantage to Taft 
and his party . 
The truth is that 
prior to the beginning of the contest 


initiated when the colonel threw his 
battle-worn hat in the ring, President 
Taft was rather indifferently accept­ 
ed by the rank and file and even by 
the leadership of his party . 
It was 
this indifference which in part let to 
the Roosevelt movement. The'opinion 
developed and grew that President 
Taft has no popular support.

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W ashington, April G.—A pparently as 
a resu lt of the adm inistration’s recom­ 
m endation tha t the federal govern­ 
m ent u ndertake the constru ction of a 
railroad opening u p the A laska coal 
fields and the interior of the great 
cou ntry , the Gu ggenheims have of­ 
fered to sell the Copper R iver & N orth­ 
w estern railroad in A laska to the U nit­ 
ed States governm ent. The willingness 
evinced b y the Gu ggenheims to part 
w ith this property m arks the end of 
any efforts tha t m ay have b een pu t 
forth to monopolize the great coal de­ 
posits of Alaska. 
The Morgan-Gu g- 
genheim in terests hope now to per­ 
su ade the U nited States governm ent 
to take over the line and u se it as a 
link in the read proposed b y the Taft 
adm inistration. 
A conference was held at the W hite 
H ou se on this su b ject. 
The Gu ggen­ 
heim s were represented b y two of the 
b rothers, Daniel and Simon, the U nit­ 
ed States senator from Colorado. 
Sec­ 
retary of the Interior F isher and Pres­ 
ident T aft participated in the confer­ 
ence 
and 
Vice P resident 
Sherm an 
called to present Daniel Gu ggenheim 
to the president. 
W hile the m eeting did not develop 
a flat offer from the Gu ggenheims, 
they m ade it apparent they wou ld b e 
glad to have the governm ent take over 
the road at the actu al cost to them . 
It is estim ated that the Gu ggenheims 
have pu t ab ou t $20,000,000 into the 
railroad, which ru ns from the port of 
Cordova hack 19 7 m iles to the great 
b onanza copper m ine controlled b y the 
Gu ggenheim interests. 
The original 
pu rpose in b u ilding the read was to 
open u p this copper mine, b u t the 
Gu ggenheims cou nted on mu ch addi­ 
tional tonnage from the opening u p 
of the A laska coal fields. 
T heir plan 
was to b u ild a spu r of this road ab ou t 
fifty m iles long into the B ehring coal 
fields. 
T hese are the fields in which 
are located the so-called Cu nningham 
claim s that led to the scandal in Sec­ 
retary B allinger’s adm inistration of 
the interior departm ent. 
The Gu ggen­ 
heim s them selves had an option on 
these claims, and it had b een contend­ 
ed b y opponents of the T aft adm inis­ 
tration tha t the Gu ggenheim s had in­ 
tended right along to ob tain a monop­ 
oly on the A laska coal fields. 
The tu rning down b y S ecretary of 
the Interior F isher of the Cu nningham 
claim s and the action of the depart­ 
m ent in regard to the so-called Ry an 
harb or rights on C ontroller b ay were, 
the T aft enem ies have charged, hard 
b lows to the Morgan-Gu ggenheim in­ 
terests. 


St. Lou is, April 6.—F or the flood- 
doomed sections of the low er M issis­ 
sippi valley there is no relief in sight.

the u tm ost lim it a t which the levees 
protecting the city can hold, and are 
still rising. 
The M ississippi is eight m iles wide 
a t Qu incy . 
At Evansville the Ohio 
will reach forty -fou r feet b y Su nday . 
Farm ers living in the b ottom s b etw een 
there and Padu cah report great loss 
of stock. Thou sands of acres of grow­ 
ing w heat will b e ru ined along the 
low er Ohio and W ab ash rivers. W hite 
river farm ers say they are looking for 
the w orst flood since the great flood 
of 1875. 
Governor D onaghey of A rkansas has 
sen t the adju tant general of the state 
to the flooded districts to take charge 
of troops which are w orking on the 
levees and rescu ing fam ilies from the 
lowlands. 
A rkansas levees are a t the 
b reaking point and a few inches rise 
will precipitate torren ts of w ater into 
the lowlands. The entire towrn of Wy 
att. Mo., is u nder three feet of w ater 
At Cairo the river is rising a t the rate 
of two inches a day . A m essage from 
Union City . Tenn., say s tha* the gov 
ernm ent levee at tha t place w ent ou t 
and w ater is now pou ring into the 
Reelfoot lake district, which will flood 
a territory forty -five to fifty m iles long 
b y five to thirty m iles wide. A report 
is cu rrent here tha t there has b een 
considerab le loss of life in M ississippi 
cou nty .
